Graduation, Triplets Cling Togefe 


Credit Act of 1035. Administration of- 
ficials said it offered an opportunity 
for many tenants 
to buy their own 


farms. 
The now law extends and 


modifies provisions of the Farm Credit 
Administration. 


Gov Gc;v. William I. Myers 
an- 


nounced reductions in loan interest, 
rates. 


"One reason why farm tenancy had 


increased so steadily in 
the United 


States during the past 20 years is be- 
cause it has boon 
so 
difficult for 


young farmers and tenants in many 
.sections to finance tho purchase of 
farms on reasonable terms," ho said. 


"The now provision enabling tho 


Land bank 
commissioner 
to make 


loans for tho purpose of purchasing 
farms provides a now opportunity for 
young farmers and tenants to be- 
come farm owners and home owners." 


The now act extends until January 


I, 1940, the timo during which 
tho 


Land bank commissioned may make 
ilirccl loans to farmers on first or 
fecond mortgages. Not 
more 
than 


>7.500 may be loaned to one farmc'r, 
and tho amount, of tho commissioner's 
loan, plus existing debts, may not ex. 
coed 75 per cent of the appraised nor- 
mal value of the farm. 


Under the amended law, loans can 


bo made to finance purchase of /arms. 
Formerly, Land bank commissioner 
loans could bo obtained only to re- 
finance debts, to repurchase farms 
lost through foreclosure and to use as 
working capital.

Several 
commitees have been appointed, 
cne of which is to go to the Water 
••lid Light Plant and find out about 
the 
wells, reservoirs, method of 


prificalion, and oilier things con- 
cerning the plant. Another com- 
mittee is to find out about the 
sewerage system and method of 
disposal. The entire class is plan- 
ning on a visit to the plant some 
afternoon after school so that they 
'might obtain some valuable first 
hand information. 


The students are showing a great 


deal of interest in the work. Sev-

A map has been obtained 
showing the water lines and an- 
other showing the location of the 
plant and machinery, wells, reser.
